Nations, said in a lecture at the 
Inatitute of Politics tonight. He 
asserted that the absence of the 
‘United States from the present 
league “was the most decisively 
unfavorable circumstahce  sur- 
rounding the birth of the league.” 

In the first of six lectures ™~on 
“International Relations as Viewed 
From Geneva,” Dr. Rippard, for 
four years a member of the League 
of Nations secretariat, pointed out 
that to study such relations was to 
study the league itself. 

“T believe that the league's e¢s- 
sential alm, the substitution of law 
and order for chaos in interna- 
tional relations to be absolutely 
benefielent and so clearly in the 
line of human evolution, that no 
one but a madman or a criminal | 
can repudiate ft. 

“As in the course of history, the 
instinct of preservation drove in- 
dividuals into organizing their 
rroups into states, so IT am con- 
vincea sfates cannot indefinitely 
live torether on the surface of the 
glohe without oreanizing them- 
selves into some kind of larger 
politieal unit for the mutual pro- 
tection of its component parts. | 

Action Imperative. 

~ “That as T see it. is but a mat- 
ter of time. Asa citizen of a coun- 
try which witnessed at close quar- 
ters the destructive fury of the 
last war. I would add that it was 
high time thew did so if civiliza- 
tion ts to survive.” , 

Approaching what jhe called a 
delicate question in the confidence 
of a atudent speakine to students, 
Dr. Rappard said that in the mt- 
ter of America’s relations to the 
Teacue, there was “no inopportune 
truths.” and that the desire’ of 
some Teague enthusiasts to di¢- 
guise unpalatable facts had. done:

Fear of Militariam. 

@ Statesmen of continenta! Eu- 
ro fear the great military or- 
ganizations of thelr countries grow- 
ing out of the war may get beyond 
thelr control and “force the minis- 
ters out,” Maj. Gen. Sir Frederick 
Maurice, chief of operations of the 
British general staff during the 
war, said in his address before the 
Institute. .

NEW PROHIBITION PLAN 


ACCORDING 


TO POLITICIANS’ WISHES 


Missouri Is Grouped With Kansas and Part of 
Southeastern Illinois, Aiding Curtis’ Can- 
didate for Post of Administrator.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Rear- 
rangement of the 24 new Federal 
prohibition districts, coinciding 


with the recommendations of ad- 
ministration politicians, was an- 
nounced today by Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury Winston from the 
office of Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary tn charge of 
all the prohibition forces. 

Under the new scheme, Missouri, 
originally grouped with the South- 
ern and Eastern Illinois Judicial 
Districts, is now in a district com- 
posed of Missouri, Kansas and only 
the southern counties of the East- 
ern linois district. St. Louis will 
be the headquarters of the new dis- 
trict, as it was of the one originally 
proposed. 

The grouping of Kansas with 
Missouri had the approval of Sen- 
ator Curtis of Kansas, Republican 
floor leader., This realignment fa- 
vors the candidacy of George H. 
Wark, present Director for Kansas, 
for the post of administrator. Wark 
hag the support of Senators Curtis 
and Capper and prominent State 
officials. 

Reorganization Sept. 1. 

Appointment of the 24 admin- 
istrators will be held up for at least 
30 days, the announcement stated, 
and the reorganization of the en- 
forcement units, originally set-for 
Aug. 1, will be postponed until 
Sept. 1 or a later date. 
All unclassified employes of the 
service will be discharged as of Oct. 
15, instead of Sept. 15, as Com- 
missioner Rov A, Haynes declared 
recently in New York. The an- 
nouncement stated that “in case 
of prohibition agents and inspec- 
tors who may not have been se- 
lected for retention, any , leave 
which may be due them on Oct. 
15, must have been taken before 
that date,”’ indicating that before 
that date, those employes to be re- 
tained will be notified within the 
next 30 days, as the annual Gov- 
ernment leave is for a month. 

Seven changes were made in 
Gen. Andrews’ original digtricts. 
eS Bascohn Slemp, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman for Virginia 
and former secretary to President 
Coolidge, recommended that Vir- 
ginia, originally placed with Mary- 
land and Delaware, should form a 
new district with West Virginia 
This was one of the changes an- 
nounced by Secretary Winston to- 
day. 

Watson Protested. 

Senator James Watson of Indi- 
ana, who frankly stated that poli- 
ties cowld not be eliminated from 
prohibjtion enforcentent, protested 
to Andrewe that his State should 
not be grouped with Michigan. 
whicna is represented by Senator 
Couzens, The rearrangement puts 
Indicna with the southern and 
northern judicial districts of IIli- 
nois and the Fastern Judicial Dis- 
trict of Wisconsin. Ohio and Mich- 
igan were grouped together under 
the new plan, with the headquar- 
ters changed from Detroit to Co- 
lumbus. Ohio formerly was placed 
with Weet Virginia. 

Apparently the old rivatry be- 
tween Minneapolis and St. Paul 
figured in the changes, for head-| 
quarters of the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict have been changed from the 
former city to St. Paul. The orig!- 
nal proposal was to have Minne-

“Positions and salaries will 
be such as to afford opportunities 
for promotion to practically all the 
personnel and it is intended that 
regulations will be so designed.as 
to make promotion for merit as- 
sured. In the future, tenure of 
office and promotion will be based 
on personal performance only.” 
Gen. Andrews stated that for this 
reason the present appointment of 
ail unclassified employes woufa 
terminate Oct. 15. 

“In the meantime,” he continued, 
“selections will be made and men 
aypointed to their new offices in 
the organization.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 25. 


—President Coolidge has arranged 
a series of diplomatic conferences 
which have reawakened interest in 
his. policy toward Europe and 
which'promise to determine wheth- 
er he can carry through his dream 
of a new world disarmament con- 
ference. 


Whatever hopes he may have 
rad for reassembling the powers 
have been doomed to disappoint- 
ment, according to one of his close 
edvisors, by the coolness with 
which his suggestions have been 
received in other capitals. It is 
now apparent that the President 
means to learn personally if there 
is a chance for his program to go 
through. 

Robert Woods Bliss, United 
S.ates Minister to Sweden and 
former assistant Secretary of State, 
met Mr. Coolidge this afternoon 
and William P. Hillis, Ambassador 
to Belgium and formerly under- 
Secretary of State, will call next 
week. Both of these men, ii is 
pointed out, are thoroughly 
grounded in European conditions. 

A little later Myron T. Herrick, 
Ambassador to France, will come 
to Swampscott and the impression 
ie current here that Ambassador 
William T. Fletcher will be sum- 
moned back from Rome in advance 
of the arrival in Washington of the 
Italian debt commission to enter 
into the general discussion of the 
European policy. 

A Sudden Interest. 

Within the last few weeks Pres- 
{dent Coolidge has taken a sudden 
and profound interest in the- Eu- 
ropean 
pacts.

‘down in St. Paul yesterday by the 
United States Circuit Court of 


| Appeals. 

The opinion, divided, two to ony, 
is a reversal of the decision of 
Federal Judge Faris, who restored 
the fleet to Goltra after the Secre- 
tary of War had seized it, and who 


issued an order restraining any 
further seizure. 
The majority opinion was writ- 


ten by Judge John C. Pollock of 
Kansas and concurred in by Judge 
J. F. Symes of Colorado. Presid- 
ing Judge Walter H. Sanborn dis- 


straining seizure. 


Findings of Court. 

The Appellate Court declaregithe 
Government should have beer held 
immune to the suit by Goltra, 
through which he repossessed the 
barges after the seizure. The Gov- 
ernment so contended in a demur- 
rer, but Judge Faris overruled it. 
The Appellate Court ‘declares that 
Judge Faris erred doubly, for, it 
declares, authority over the lease 
to Goltra lay with the Secretary of 
War and the Federal Court hence 
was without jurisdiction. 


It directs that the Goltra suit for 
possession be terminated unless the 
Federal Government voluntarily 
consents to become a party to the 
suit. This always h seemed de- 
sirable for, to date, the fight be- 
tween Goltra and the Government 
as represented by the Mississippi 
Warrior Service, which also oper- 
ates a fleet upon the Mississippi, 
fer possession of the desirable 


technicalities. The merits of the 
controversy never have been the 
subject of court action. 


30 Days for Appeal. 

The Appellate Court gives Goltra 
30 days in which to perfect an ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court. This, in effect, offers Gol- 
tra opportunity to retain the fleet 
for a period of considerable length, 
because Supreme Court decisions 
often require much time.

tion. He formerly was prominent 
in Democratic politics In the State, 
and served two terms as State Au- 
ditor from 1908 to 1916. It is un- 
derstood a number of other mem- 
bers have been dropping out of the 
local klan. 

Gordon made the announcement 
in denying that he had been chosen 
as delegate from the local klan to 
a “konklave” in Washington, D.C. 

Tells of Withdrawal. 

“T have withdrawn from the 
klan,” he said, “and I do not fn- | 
tend to attend any klan meetings. 
I see no need for further existence 
of the klan as now operated. 

“Like thousands of others I was 
led into the klan by misrepresenta- 
tion of its policies and purposes,” 
Gordon stated. “Until I discovered 
its evil tendencies, I made no con- 
cealment of my membership in the 
organization. I shall, with equal 
franknesa, announce I am no longer 
affiliated with Ku Klux Klan. 

“Misrepresentation and misguid- 
ed zeal have brought thousands of 
good men and women into the or- 
but I am constrained 
to believe that they will abandon 
it when‘they realize its evil trend.

HOMAS W. CAHILL, one-time 
T war eagle of the soccer world, 

who made all the lesser birds 
seek cover when his battle scream 
sounded, but who of late has re- 
tired from the eagle business, was 
in our midst last week for the 
usual purpose of extending the 
sphere of soccer football. 

Cahill is a changed man from 
the embattled gentleman who left 
St. Louls some 15 years ago to 
carry the banner of Organized Soc- 
cer into the enemy camp in the 
East, and even into Europe. Then 
Cahill FOUGHT his way into the 
cliques and inner circles of the 
old countrymen, who handled 
the game for themselves. Calmly 
he usurped the reins of affairs and 
bullt up a national organization and 


for a long while he ruled with a 
mailed fist. 


He Treated "Em Rough. 


It wag literally that. For Tom’s 
method of treating opposition was 
the devil-dog’s. His answer to oppo- 
sition was to smite the opponent 
hip and thigh, also hard and has- 
tily. Tom was no John McGraw. 
He dfd not fight and lose and still 
fight again another day. He fought 
only to win, and he won. If you 
turned the other cheek in meek 
submission he might smash that, 
too. 

But behold the Cahill of today. 

Meek and lowly is too belliger- 
ent a description. He carries the 
GOSPEL of soccer. The war eagle 
is tamed. He believes in the doc- 
trine that persuasion is better than 
force. ¢ 

And all this is not because this 


has been overthrown by his ene- 


mies, for today he occupies a 
stronger position than ever  be- 
fore. He has put professional soc- 


cer on a plane never before en- 
joyeg in the history of America. 


Game Needs Americanizing. 


Nor has time tamed him, for, al- 
though he is 60 years old, this virile 
battler has few gray hairs and 
his blood pressure is lower than 
Zbyszko's. The years have treated 
Cahill Ughtly since he went out of 
the West. 

Cahill merely feels that the 
great purpose in soccer now is to 
thoroughly Americanize it: and he 
has grown to understand that di- 
plomacy and not the fist Is neces- 
sary to bring this about. He said: 


“T think the time has come when 
American-born officials should 
control the national and all sub- 
sidiary organizations in this coun- 
try: when the teams should . be 
made up of as large a percent of 
American-born material as is pos- 
sible; and when the propaganda of 
soccer should be undertaken with a 
view to more thorough American- 
izing some of its phases.

My advice to all players, partic- 
ularly young players, is to cut 
down your error column. Keep the 
ball in play, wait until you see a 
real opening and then hit forth 
with courage, speed and decision. 
Do not play “pat-ball,” but also 
do not just “slug” the ball. 

Pare Has Good Defense. 

Emmett Pare of Chicago is one 
of the few juniors I know who is 
willing to wait for his opening 
and knows it when it comes. Sandy 
Wiener is a notorious “slugger” at 
present. 

Stuart Gayness, John Millen and 
Eugene MacCalliffe are even worse 
than Wiener in their policy of hit- 
ting everything for a point. Don-

Courage is shown 
by hitting hard when the time 
comes to hit and the opening is 
there. Courage is hitting hard 
when behind. But one must have 
caution and patience so as to keep 
the ball in play until the opening 
comes to allow courage to take its 
hit for the point.

To 
many of those who fought the covenant most bitterly, 
the name of the league no longer has the horrendous 
connotation that was given it by the Senatorial Bat- 
talion of Death. 

Quietly, almost imperceptibly, we are headed 
again toward Wilsonism; toward a diluted form of it, 
perhaps, but, in any form, a philosophy infinitely bet- 
ter calculated to promote the peace and general] wel!l- 
being of America and the world than the sour prag- 
matism of the last few years. Our pregress may be 
aprested, but such is unquestionably the tendency to- 
day. 

We have seen that isolation produces neither com- 
mercial nor spifitual gain. To the extent that we 
accept the alternative—co-operation—we advance to- 
ward fulfilment of Wilson's ideals.

Contracts have been prepared in 


advance and standardized. In the 
last war there were instances 
where two plants in the same com- 
munity, making the same material, 
were operating under totally differ- 
ent cohtracts. This condition 
meant dissatisfaction at the time 
and misunderstanding when the 
time for settlement came. Some of 
these agreements had not been 
finally interpreted fiye years after 
the war was. over, although in 
many a case both the Government 
agencies and the contractors were 
acting in good faith. 
Contracts Standardized. 

Today there is a board to stand- 
ardize war-time contracts, which 
has prepared forms for purchase 
orders and for short-form con- 
tracts, the adjustable price contract 


and the adjustable compensation 
contracts for construction \ and 
manufactured articles. These 


forms have been tentatively ap- 
proved, but are still being seriously 
studied. The first three fofms 
have received thorough criticism 
from industry, as the board has 
been functioning for over three 
years. It is therefore believed that 
in their final shape they will be as 
perfect as we can make them with 
the full assistance of industry. 

The adjustable price contract in- 
cludes the estimated amounts 
which the contractor will spend in 
the various parts of the work. 
Then it provides for an adjustment 
yin the total price, upward or down- 
ward, according to the fluctuation 
in the price of labor or material, 
as compared to the prices existing 
upon the date of signing the con- 
tract.” 


The contractor will stand to 
make or lose under it, according to 
whether or not his estimate of the 
quantity of material and efficiency 
of labor has been accurate. 

The adjustable compensation 
contract is a fixed feed and bonus 


-|agreement directly opposed in prin- 


ciple to the old “cost plus” con- 
tract, inasmuch as every induce- 
ment is offered the contractor to 
save money. Under thiseform he 
gets a percentage of the saving and 
the percentage is based on a slid- 
ing scale, 


Moreover, in these new contract 
forms there is a provision for ad- 
justment due to a rise in cost of 
material and labor, but no labor 
increases are recognized unless 
they are approved by a govern- 
‘mental super-agency set.up for that 
purpose.

TO OPEN ON AUGUST 1 


{40th Air Squadron and 138th 
Infantry to Attend Encamp- 
ment at Nevada.

Approximately 400 officers and 
enlisted men of the 138th Infantry 
and the 110th .Observation Squad- 
iron, St. Louis National Guard or- 
‘ ganizations, will depart by airplane 


and train Aug. 1 for the annual 
two weeks’ encampment at Camp 
Clark, Nevada, Mo. 

The encampment will be the sec-‘ 
ond in which the air squadron has 
participated and the fourth to 
which units of the 138th Infantry 
have been sent since the regiment 
was reorganized after the world 
war. For many of the members of 
both organizations the encampment 
will constitute their first field ex- 
perience. This is especially true 
of the personnel of the 138th In- 
fantry, and the course of instruc- 
tion to be followed will be basic, 
Col, Auswel] E. Deitsch, command- 
ing the regiment, announces. Aé4d- 
vanced tactical problems will be 
undertaken by the officers, how- 
ever. 

* Eight Planes to Make Trip. 

The eight planes of the 110th 
Squadron will be flown to Nevada, 
leaving Lambert-St. Louis’ Field 
early Aug. 1. The schedule of the 
flight, comrmanded by Maj. William 
includes a stop at 
Jefferson City, with arrival at 
Camp Clark late in the afternoon. 

The infantry, accompanied by 
the enlisted personnel of the air) 
unit, wille entrain at the Compton’! 
avenue yards at 6 p. m., Aug. 1. 
The trip will be made in two spe- 
cial trains, which are scheduled to 
arrive at Nevada early Aug. 2. It 
has been necessary to consolidate 
the eight line companies of the 
138th Regiment into four com- 
panies in order to meet the re- 
quired encampment regulations of 
60 per cent of the authorized en- 
listed strength for each company 
reporting at camp. The companies 
making the trip will be B, C, D 
and H, the Howttzer Company and 
Regimental Head- 
quarters companies, in addition to 
the Medical Detachment, which 
will precede the main group by a 
day.

TOWER ENDS IN ADVERTISEMENT 


French Engineer Overcomes Oppo- 
sition to Publicity Scheme— 
Effect Visible 60 Miles.

PARIS, July 25.—When Gustav 
Eiffel, engineer and creator of 
Eiffel Tower, was asked to gllow 


the tower to be uséd for commer- 
cial purposes, he _ replied: | 
agree, provided the towers of No- 
tre Dame Cathedral are so used.” 

Eiffel died before seeing the 
nineteenth century creation which 
he ranked with Gothic master- 
pieces, used to advertise an auto- 
mobile. Engineer Fernand Jaco- 
pozi first proposed the illumination 
of the tower as part of the Deco- 
rative Arts’ Exhibition, but the ex- 
hibition company took fright at the 
cost. A further suggestion by Ja- 
copozi that the tower be covered 
with advertising aroused the indig- 
nation, first, of the exhibition com- 
mittee; second, of the Eiffel Tower 
Co, and third, of the Paris mu- 
nicipal authorities, who exercise 
esthetic control over Eifftel's mas- 
terpiece. 

Eventually, however, Jacopozi 
succeeded in persuading all «three 
that art and advertising were not 
necessarily irreconcilab The re- 
sult has been what the fllustrated 
weekly, Illustration, describes as “a 
luminous poem.”

These or- 
ganizations extend from New Jersey to Wis- 
consin, employ more than 600Q@ workers and 
manufacture millions of dollars’ worth of 
products annually. The father, always more 
interested im laboratory work than in the 
mere making of money, remains the presidert 
of the companies. 

Charles Edison trained hard for the ex- 
acting post which he holds. Yet he found 
time to complete courses in two educational 
institutions of high standing—the Hotchkiss 
School at Lakeville, Conn., and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. Also, he 
has indulged his taste for sociology, the 
arts and poetry. : :

Asother young man at whose door the wolf 
never howled but who has overcome the han- 
dicaps of a wealthy father is Philip K. Wrig- 
ley, son of the chewing gum magnate, Wii- 
liam W. Wrigley Jr. Last *February, and 
when he was not yet 30 years old, Philip 
Wrigley become president of the $35,000,000 
corporation which supplies the material for 
a great American pastime. The gider Wrig- 
ley at the same time became chairman of the 
board of directors. 

Philip Wrigley isn't just theson of a very 
rich father. He himself knows all that there 
is to know about the chewing gum business. 
As a schoolboy he used to spend most of his 
holidays in one or another pf his parent's 
factoriee—watching the different operations, 
investigating the machinery, asking questions, 
getting in the way, just as any other alert 
youngster with the same opportunity would 
have done. 

The time came when he should enter col- 
lege, if he intended to go.

gan who founded the great banking house, 
and son of the J. Pierpont Morgan of today. 
Now a junior partner of what is perhaps the 
most powerful fimancial firm in America, 
Junius Morgan is held in high regard by the 
important men of Wall Street. Business as- 
sociates predict that he may prove to be just 
as competent a successor to his father as J. 
Pierpont Morgan Jr. was to J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan Sr. 

Like most of the young men who have been 
making gxtraordinary records ‘in the world 
of finance, Junius Morgan is modest, quiet 
and of a retiring nature. At Harvard he was 
known as “Silent” Morgan. An amusing 
story is told about his preference for staying 


in the background when his wealth and fam- 


ily connections would make it so easy to oc- 
cupy the foreground, the observed of all ob- 
servers.

I 
did not see him again until last 
October. When I chanced upon an 
obecure news item, I looked him 
up at the Waldorf Hotel in New 
York.

The unexplored region about the 
North Pole, particularly on the 
Alaskan side, is larger in extent 
than the United States. Man won't 
rest until] he knows al! about ,it.

it may. It is often difficult to tell 
just when a particular piece of in- 
formation about this globe which 
we inhabit may be useful. 

Roald Amundsen first decided to 
explore the polar basin by airplane 
in 1913. After years of careful in- 
vestigation he chose Spitzbergen 
as the best starting place, on ac- 
count of its being the most accessi- 
ble point nearest the pole. The 
party reached King’s Bay, the 
northernmost settlement of the 
world, the first week in April. The 
harbor was still icebound, even on 
May 21, when they took off. 

The planes, according to Amund- 
sen, “each carried half a ton more 
than the Dornier-Wah! representa- 
tive saiq they could lift.” Every- 
thing not absolutely essential was 
left behind, to allow the carrying 
of extra fuel. They thought they 
had enough gasoline to fly 1500) 
miles, but owing to the extra load, 
with northeast winds blowing them 
out of their course, with fuel also 
expended on false starts, they 
found, on their return, that they 
had barely enough to carry them 
to safety, and would have been in- 
sufficient to carry them to the pole 
and back. When they were forced 
down they were 150 miles from the 
pole and 40 miles west of their 
course. 

The next 17 days took them 
through one of the most trying or- 
deals ever experienced by polar ex- 
plorers. From the first it was cer- 
tain that it would be possible to 
use only the one undisabled plane. 
The party wavered many days be- 
tween abandoning this single hope 
and starting afoot on a 450-mile 


walk to Cape Columbia. which each 
realized in his heart was impossi- | 
ble. Peary was able to accomplish | 
this task only by elaborate prepa- 
rations, with dog sliedges and full} 
rations, whereas the Amundsen | 
party was not equipped for such 
an effort, either in living quarters) 
or rations.

The beautiful young bride of 
Capt. Roosevelt, who, by the way, was a grand-uncle 
of President Theodore Roosevelt, was on board. 
When the boat was taking on supplies at Louisville, 
a few weeks earlier, a baby had been-born to the 
Roosevelts. Mother and.child were. doing well, and 
Mrs. Roosevelt already was able to be up in the pilct 
house with her husband now and then, interested in 
the navigation of the strange new craft through 
murky and sn <gy waters. 

Tie night had set in wild, with a tempestuous 
wind-bilowing upstream. Capt. Roosevelt was aroused 
at 2 o'clock in the morning by a fierce pounding on 
the door of his cabin. The watchman was yeiling for 
the skipper to come out and see what on earth was 
happening to the river and the land. Before th 
terrified man’s warning was completed, Capt. Roose- 
velt was tossed out of his bunk and hit the floor 
hard. Mrs. Roosevelt, holding the baby to her breast, 
screamed in horror as she was thrown out against 
her husband. They gained the deck, staggering like 
drunken foik. 

Verily, hell’s lid had blown off—and still 
a-hlowing! 

A paie moon cast sickly rays through the mufk. 
The Roosevelts and their crew held to railings 
or ¢lutched whatever object promised to give them 
security against being hurled off into the black and 
billowy water.

every angle of comparison, that anybody in the 
Tnited States had experienced then or has expert- 
enced since. At intervals several other severe shocks 
came before dawn, and at longer intervals through- 
out the ensuing week shock succeeded shock. Wii- 
liam Leigh Pierce, an Basterner who was sojourning 
at Big Prairie, some miles below New Madrid, wrote 
to the New York Evening Post on Christmas Day 
that bétween Dec. 16 and Dec. 23 he had recorded 
in his notebook no less than 89 separate shocks, 
most of them frightfully severe. 


We have no record as to what became of Mr.

Pierce, for his chronicle ends with the twenty-third 
of December. If he survived until Jan. 23, one 
month later, he experienced on that day an earth- 
quake tremvr that made all those which went before 
seem insignificant. That was tie day. according to 
the contemporary chronicle, when tie horror at- 
tained perihelion. The earth gasped, coughed, vom- 
ited. in one supreme effort to relieve itself of pent- 
up vidlence. he wrinkled up her face in ghastly 
grimaces. She spewed forth volcanie fire and smoke 
and gases, deadly gases that caused vegetable and 
anima! !ffe to perish. Residents of New Madrid who 
had not fled already departed forthwith from the 
wrecked town, but two families remaining. 

But where did they go? Where could they go? 

Their first thought was to take to the hills. There 
had been hills beyond the town. There were hills 
no longer. For more than-a eentury now that gen- 
eral vicinity has boen known as “the Sunk Lands.”’

Here and there an island 
upreared itself> On these the fleeing people found 
temporary fvot»oeid. Another quake, and here an 
island disappeared, yonder another arose. 


wt below New Madrid, early in the-series 
of shocks, the earth buckled up in a line directly 
crossing the Mississippi. This caused the waters of 
t .é@ mighty stream to flow in the direction opposite 
from normal. Literally, the river ran upstream for 
a considerable time. Capt. Roosevelt's steam craft 
rode her gallantly. The upended waters rushed off 
into depressions caused by the earthquake, and it was 
with extreme difficulty that the skipper and his crew 
kept their vessel from rushing off likewise. The 
ordinary channel of the stream had disappeared. 
Natural islands samk beneath water; quake-made is- 
lands’ appeared elsewhere. The fleet of old-time 
craft moored at New Madrid was wrecked, but the 
Roosevelt steamboat managed miraculously to nego- 
tiate the strezm. 

When at last the Mississippi turned tail again 
and resumed her natural direction, the steamboat 
New Orleans found herself, and through skillful pi- 
loting between perilous obstructions she ran the 
gauntlet of the quakes and reached New Orleans. 
That voyage, through more than 300 miles of made- 
over stream, with new shocks every few hours re- 
making the channel again and again, surely must 
have been sufficiently strenuous to have satisfied 
Skipper Rooseveit'’s strenuous grand-nephew him- 
self! 


S TO the loss of life from this long series of seis- 
Simic disorders, no man knows anything approxi- 
mating the total. The country in the quake area was 
settled but sparsely. But suppose the St. Louis of 
today ha@d been located at the center of the New 
Madrid disaster. From Artist Byrnes’ drawing above 
and from the story just related of the first Missouri 
earthquake, the reader can judge what would have 
happened to this city under similar conditions. 
There's nothing more to say, since the simplest ex- 
ercise of your imagination should be sufficient to 
paint the picture yourself.

If a gun is employed to assist an archer, we call it 
a complete failure from our-standpoint. We never 
count animals in our bag that have been shot with 
bullets. All must be done clean by the strength of 
our good long bows and the keen flight of our ar- 
rows 

It is our intention to use the 
Massai spearmen to back us in our 
ultimate lion hunting, to act as a 
life imsurance in place of gun- 
powder. So far, we have not ne- 
gotiated with the people for this 
assistance, but shall do so on- our 
next move to the volcanic district 
of Nigorongoro. 

In the meantime we wanted to 
prove to our safari and to our- 
selves that we could kill these 
beasts with our bows. 

Up to date we had seen some 
nine or ten lions and had even 
taken a shot or two at several, 
under what we considered safe. 
conditions, but we knew that to 
make a complete demonstration 
and still come off with enough 
man power left to carry out our 
expedition we must use safety 
first. So we chose the boma.

“are cosmetics harmful, to the skim or general 
well-being? It is an old question which bobs up 
every once in a while. Most members of the medi- 
cal profession concede that the women of today are 
healthier by far than the women of past genera- 
tions. ‘If ‘beauty aids’ were injurious this would 
not be the case, since now you hardly can find a 
woman of amy age whe does not use some sort of 
cosmetic. 

“After all our experience in making toilet prepara- 
tions. we feel safe in saying that there is not ap 
item made by any of the larger manufacturers which 
would be injurious to either the complexion or the 
health. And that if your appearance is not im- 
proved by the use of these preparations it usually 
is because the directions have not been followed or 
because your general health is not good.” 


HiEE other side of the cosmetics question was 
T presented at the recent annual convention of 
the American Medical Association, at Atlantic City. 
when the Section on Dermatology listened to a paper 
on the subject by Dr. Hiram E. Miller and Dr. Law- 
rence R. Taussig, both of Sam Francisco. The paper 
was not a condemnation of cosmetics in general, but 
the authors in the course of their remarks described 
cases of skin eruptions which they had seen and 
which, they said, were caused by ingredients of face 
powder, rouse, lipstick, hair dye, wrinkle remover 

lish. : 

secre as powders, the San Francisco physicians 
said that the heavy kinds are composed mainly of 
precipitated harium sulphate and very finely pow- 


peres. This is somewhat obviated if the preparation 
is removed each night by some cream or cleansing 
totion.”” 

Powders usually are coiored with carmine for the 
fiesh tint aad with yellow ocher or umber for the 
brunette shades. The “bisarre” shades frequently 
are obtained by the addition of minute quantities 
of the anilin dyes. This latter substance may set 
up a skin irritation. just as the aniline derivatire, 
paraphenyiendiamin. may when it is used as a hair 
dye. 

Most powders are perfumed, and the doctors stated 
that some persons have an idicsyncrasy or susceptt- 
bility to certain perfumes and will develop a skin 
irritation even from the minute quantity that they 
encounter in a face powder. Thus, one paticnt de- 
veleps an irritation whenever she employs any cos- 
metic containing the slightest trace of ead de 
cologne. Compact powders differ from the ioose 
powders only in causing more of the mechanical 
obstructive action. 


One case of extensive skin inflammation was con 
quered only when the patient began to use a dif- 
ferent make of rouge. Carmine generally is em- 
ployed to color rouge, otherwise composed of zinc 
exide, chalk and sometimes starch. In this case the 
doctors suspected that the trouble might have been 
due to an analine dye. 


Lip sticks, the doctors reported, are composed 
of wax, pomade and cacao butter in varying pro- 
portions. The pomade is lard scented by natural 
flowers, although in the cheaper lip sticks per- 
fumed lard may be used. The coloring matter ig 
carmine or aniline dye. Liquid lip rouge is generally

solution. Two patients had a chronic inflammation 
of the lip (cheilitis) which cleared after they had 
discontinued a liguid lip rouge of a bizarre purplish 
coior. 


- HE physicians said, also, that hair dyes con- 
taining the vegetable pigments are seldom 
harmful, while those containing the minerals or 
anilin products y cause skin eruptions or general 
ili health.

“It’s SAVINKOFF,” he. repeated to officers and 
comrades who came running Wp. The word went 
round in a hubub of voices and confused gesticula- 
tion. Eyes turned from the corpse below to the 
unbarred window gaping four stories above. 

An officer brushed the men aside. ‘“‘Back to your 
duties, comrades,” he ordered. ‘Peter Vassilich, 
Mikhail Gregorich, pick him up and take him out of 
here. Then clean up those stones.” 

That was all. So much from the soviets for the 
man who would have been their Napoleon. 


OR Boris Savinkoff was a possible Napo- 
leon until that bright morning of last May, 
the one who at any time might have emerged 
from the chaos of the Revolution to become a new 


tmperor of the Slavic race. That was the dream to» 


which his suicide had put an end. 

_Shrewd, scheming, pitiless, passionate in his greed 
for power, hating alike the proletariat, the bour- 
geoisie and the Czarists of the old regime, contemptu- 
ous of the financiers who backed him, and paying not 
even the tribute of regret to those who sacrificed 
their lives in his conspiracies, Savinkoff was the 
Master of Terror and the most sinister figure of the 
revolution. 

Bomb, noose and knife had served him in the 
Czarist days. But money and machine guns had failed 
him when the bolshevists made the ancient rule of 
terror pale into insignificance. 

He had been jailed by the bolshevists. Yet in 
Russia itself, and in exile in Jugoslavia, China. 
France, Germany, Switzerland and America were lit- 
eral thousands, men and women, who would have 
effered their lives at the sight of his name on a writ 
of command—mad, passionate ones whose own life 
was as nothing tu them weighed in the scalés against 
Holy Russia. 

None of these would forget, could forget, that 
‘Boris Savinkoff had directed the execution of Von 
Plehve and of the Grand Duke Sergius. ~They could 
not forget that with his own hand he had knotted 
the noose about the neck of the traitor Father Gapon 
and thrust the fatal knife into the bosom of the 
agent-provocateur Tatarov. | 


MALL and unprepossessing, his dynamic energy, 
\J his ruthless directness, made Boris Savinkoff 
magnetic among the revolutionists of another day. 
He had an especial and peculiar fascination for the 
women intellectuals—for those hectic and adven- 
turous feminine spirits who eternally seek excite- 
ment in plot and counterplot. — . 

It may have been that in his lonely prison he could 
see them-—the long roll of women each of whom had 
believed that she-a@lone was all in all to Savinkoff. 
Happiest were those who had sacrificed their lives 
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in that belief as they hurled a bomb. Others, who 


lived, had found themselves disowned when face to 
face with execution. They had been used as a soldier 
uses a rifle shell—to speed death’s message and be 
thrown away. 

With these women he had been as adventurous 
as*a Don Juan and as remorseless as a_ Borgia. 
Nevertheless among them and among thousands of 
men he was never at a loss for one to undertake a 
mission whose outcome was certain death. 

For a decade of years he was master mind of the 
Russian Terror. 


T MAY have been, as he sat in his cell, Savinkoff 

could see himself as he was in those generous 
youthful years; a bright, sunny, lovable boy for 
whom, when he graduated from the Warsaw gym- 
nasium, neighbors predicted a splendid future. No 
wonder—his father was prominent in his own right; 
his mother had belonged to one_of the great fami- 
lies of the Ukraine. 

He had gone to Petrograd to study law and there 
his ardent spirit came into contact with anarchism. 
He preached its doctrine among the working folk 


and was arrested and shut up in Schlusselbourg 


prison. It was there his father, honoring the sturdi- 
ness of the youth’s belief, urged him -never to ask 
forgiveness. | 


Without trial he had been exiled to Vologda, a set- . 


tlement at the extreme north of European Russia. 
There was no’ intellectual, no revolutionary excite- 
ment. To live he had to hire as laborer to brutal, ig- 
norant, superstitious and spying peasants. 

Came to Vologda Madame Catherine Breshkovsky 
—‘Babushka”’—little mother of the Revolution. 
With the eloquence of her sincerity she urged him to 
join the fighting circle, the Terrorist group. He re- 
fused his answer for a year. The delegation of that 
year convinced him. The chill of the Arctic had 
turned his heart to-ice. He escaped by the Russian 
underground to Geneva and with Babishka’s attesta- 
tion was received into the inner councils of the Nihil- 
ists. Dispassionate, detached, shrewd,. brilliant, intel- 
lectual and daring, he soon had won a post of leader- 
ship.

HORTLY after, the Fighting Circle secured evi-

The hedge priest, bewildered by public acclaim, 
seeing his portrait on picture postcards in the win- 
dows of revolutionary bookstores, reading stories of 
himself that were published in newspapers every- 
where, had his head completely turned. Instead of a 
man with a mission he became, in his own eyes, a 
great, heroic, world figures Funds had been in- 
trusted to him by well-wishers of the revolution. He 
lost them, gambling for huge sums, at Monte Carlo 
and in other European casinos. 


At his wit’s end for money he was met by secret 
agents of the Czar, who convinced him that his in- 
fluence with the Russian people was immeasurable 
and that by exerting it a peaceful revolution could 
be brought about. He was easily converted to the 
belief that terrorism but postponed the day when the 
entire peasantry would rally to his standard and 
seize the Government. He approached the revolu- 
tionist Rutenberg, who had rescued him from the 
crimson slush on “Bloody Sunday,”’ and sought to 
arrange for him a meeting with the Director of the 
Secret Police, who was, Gapon said, a secret support- 
er of his plan. 

Rutenberg exposed the priest to brother terror- 
ists. From hiding places they heard Gapon convict 
himself from his own mouth. ‘The hedge priest was 
condemned to die. Rutenberg met him in a deserted 
house at Ozerky, near Petrograd, where he was sur- 
rounded and the sentence carried out. Savinkoff 
knotted the rope about the hedge priest's neck- He 
was the first to give the rope a pull.

Meantime, from Russia, Poland, China, France, 
America and everywhere revolutionists were pledzg- 
ing loyalty and urging action. Savinkoff deter- 
mined on the maddest action of his whole career. 
He entered Russian under the name of §Stepanoff 
and had his own spies tell the bolshevists of 
his coming. He was arrested. Tried. And con- 
demned to die. 

He wrote from his prison a sensational recanta- 
tion. His letter was explicit. He confessed his sins 
against the-reds. 

“And now,” he continued, “I am convinced that I 
was wrong. Russia can be reformed only from with- 
fn. The bolshevists are right. I hail them as fathers 
of the greatest movement ever made to.free man- 
kind.”’ 

His was a “literary letter’; for he wrote: “When 
I became convinced of this I thought two courses 
would be open—either I would be shot immediately 
or forgiven and allowed to engage in some work.”’ 

He had carefully planned his arrest and his recan- 
tation. It was a gesture to appeal to the dramatic 
taste of the soviets. And the appeal bore fruit. His 
sentence was commuted to 10 years in prison. That 
was a bitter mockery. Imprisonment was worse than 
death. 3

AYS dragged to weeks and weeks to months, 

months to eternities of silent lonejiness. Scorned 
by the reds, Boris Savinkoff was forced to people 
his narrow cell with his own fancies.
